also of Jackson in Ihe chest 
v*V' a 22 caliber pistol. 

' Breathitt Circuit Judge Er- 
vine Turner issued an order 
Sunday transferring llollan to 
Clark County .>jiI at Winches- 
t'-» on tin- grounds that the 
l'k’*jathitt County Jail was un- 
safe and insecure 

Kentucky State Trooper John 
Adams, of the Hazard Post, has 
given the following report on 
the events leading to the shoot- 
ing 

llollan and Terry had been 
“enemies" for more than a 
year. Both were attending a 
sock hop at the college Friday 
night 

llollan told Terry that tie 
had some beer outside and 
asked him to have one. The 
two and Danny Springfield, 15 
of Jackson, went to a car in 
the parking lot near the col 
lege gymnasium. 

The vehicle was owned by 
Stringfields brother. Stephen. 
The car was locked and llollan 
went back to the dance to get 
the keys from the owner 
While gone llollan also got 
the pistol. 

When he illollatn returned. 
Terry got a package of beer 



out of the trunk of the auto, 
opened one Iver, hand-'d it to 
llollan and said. "That'll be your 
last." 

Hollan pulled the gun and 
♦old Terry to "shut up." A 
struggle started and Hollan 
shot Terry in the ch^st. 

Trooper Adams said the bullet 
passed through Terry •> body. 
The shooting occurred between 
ttno and 9:15 p m . and Terry 
was pronounced dead on ar- 
rival at the Maddox Clinic in 
Campton at 10 20 p. ni 

Wolfe County Coroner Lewis 
R. Porter said Terry died of 
a massive hemorrhage on the 
right lung 

llollan was arrested by Jack- 
son City Patrolmen Ed Napier 
and Glenn Barnett. 

Terry is survived by his 
mother, Mrs Laura Terry of 
Jackson: three brothers. Rob- 
ert Terry of Philadelphia. Ed- 
ward of Michigan and Jimmy 
of Jackson: and one sister Mrs. 
David King of Dayton, Ohio 

Funeral services were held 
tins afternoon at 1 00 p. in. at 
the Boh Gabbard Funeral 
Home in Jackson with Rev. 
Woodrow Davidson officiating 

Burial was in the Jackson 
Cemetery with the Dob Gabbard 
Funeial Home in chaige of ar- 
rangements.

Caudill resigned in April to 
seek Ihe Democratic Nomina- 
tion for Perry County Sheriff 
hut he was a victim oi Eastern 
Kentucky politics in losing the 
bid for the office.

When State Police Trooper 
Paul Russell arrived at the 
scene he noticed the lights 
from an auto near the Red Hill 
School at Clvavies, near the 
shooting scene, were on Upon 
investigating he found the four 
youths had stolen the 1957 
model auto from Mr. Joe Mui- 
lins of Spencer Fork, which is 
also near the scene. 

The four attempted to flee 
on foot from the trooper but 
were halted in their bid. 

A single shot .22 caliber rifle 
was found in a creek near ths 
hicihway by the investigating 
officer. 

The shots came from about 100 
yards to the left of the road 
near the Red Hill School 



The Combs girl was taken to 
a hospitd for observations but 
was not seriously hurt. Merrill 
received a few cuts from fly- 
ing glass.
